GRAIN AND FEED 


BRAZIL Reexamines Rice Export Program. After several unsuccessful 
attempts to auction 450,000 tons of government-owned rice, Brazil reported] y 
is rethinking the mechanism and possibly the subsidy amount. The auctions 
were intended to move the rice into export channels through sales to private 
exporters. They were originally scheduled to run from August 9 through 
mid-November. However, no sales were awarded at the first auction for 120,000 
tons, which finally took place on September 2 after several earlier attempts. 
Reportedly, no bids were offered because the minimum opening prices set by the 
Brazilian Finance Ministry were 15-20 percent too high. The government has 
allocated US$7.3 million to subsidize the exports. If successful in 
implementing the rice export program, these would be the first Brazilian rice 
exports since 1978 and would likely compete in traditional European and 
African markets with U.S. rice,

YUGOSLAVIA May Import U.S. Corn. Yugoslavia, normally an exporter of 
more than 1 million tons of corn to East Europe and the USSR, may have to 
import corn for the second straight year due to a drought-reduced crop and 
hoarding of available supplies by local farmers. (See WR 36-88, Sept. 8, 
1988). Yugoslav farmers are opting to hold domestic corn and barter for 
goods, rather than sell to the government because high inflation rates make 
holding money undesirable. The government may import corn to satisfy the 
needs of large, state-operated livestock farms. Yugoslavia has traditionally 
turned to the United States as a corn supplier in years of crop shortfalls.

Near WORLD Record Harvest of Filberts Forecast for 1988/89. The 
world's commercial filbert producers are expected to harvest a crop of 541,330 
tons--28 percent greater than last season and second only to the record 
1983/84 harvest. Preliminary assessments indicate that the two leading 
producers, Turkey and Italy, will have excellent crops. The 360,000-ton 
harvest forecast for Turkey is reportedly of good quality with the best 
potential in terms of volume since the record 1983/84 crop. After two 
consecutive years of weather-related crop losses, Italian production is 
expected to rebound to a record 140,000 tons. Although growing conditions 
were extremely favorable through June, a persistent heat wave during July and 
August may have marginally affected kernel sizes. 


Short crops are being forecast for Spain and the United States--a 
reflection of off-years in the bearing cycles for both countries. Production 
in Spain is expected to decline 22 percent from a year ago. However, the 
cool, rainy spring, coupled with abundant irrigation supplies, will apparently 
make the 1988/89 harvest the largest off-year crop since 1974. In contrast, 
above-normal temperatures and dry weather throughout the fall and winter 
dampened crop prospects in the United States. Pollination conditions were 
less than favorable, leading to a lighter than normal set, slow maturation and 
restricted kernel development in some orchards. Lost potential was somewhat 
moderated by the continuing growth in numbers of bearing trees.

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Smaller WORLD Harvest of Almonds Forecast for 1988/89 Season. The 
1988/89 commercial almond crop currently being harvested by the world's 
leading producers is forecast at 375,380 tons, 11 percent below the record 
volume of last season, but potentially the second largest combined outturn to 
date. The on-year bearing factor, enhanced by favorable growing conditions, 
is expected to boost output in Italy, Turkey and Greece to bumper levels. If 


the preliminary estimate of 22,000 tons holds, Greek production will reach an 
all-time high.

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Current assessments indicate production in the United States wil] 
fall 12 percent short of the 1987/88 record--a fairly normal pattern following 
last season's heavy set and harvest. Production prospects in the remaining 
Countries were apparently dampened by a series of weather anomalies, rain 
and/or excessively low temperatures during blossoming in Portugal, Spain and 
Morocco and prolonged drought conditions in Tunisia.
